Dear Mr. Hedden:

Dear Mr. Hedden: 

How about an article on the repair 
and maintenance of an automatic 
washing machine? My owner's man- 
ual gives no instruction on oiling or 
greasing or other maintenance. Such 
machines do not break down often, 
but would like to know something 
about them.

Dear Mr. Smith : 

Researching along these lines we re- 
cently had the privilege of visiting the 
local branch of the Maytag Co., where 
we watched the rebuilding and repair of 
several automatic washing machines. 
After this experience we must say this 
about do-it-yourself repair of these 
major appliances: Let your wife use the 
machine until it simply does not work 
properly, then call a competent service 



man. We repeat 'competent.' If you are 
in doubt as to who to call, telephone the 
nearest branch of the company that 
built your machine and ask them to 
recommend a service man. Automatic 
washers require no lubrication or other 
maintenance, but being mechanical do 
occasionally require servicing due to 
normal wear and tear. As a final note: 
most women use too much soap or de- 
tergent. The excess suds run over the 
edge of the inner tub causing trouble, 
and produce deposits in the drain lines 
and other parts of the machine, reduc- 
ing its efficiency. Remind your wife that 
just because one cup of soap does a 
good job. two cups do not necessarily 
do twice as good a job. We might some- 
day in the future have an article de- 
scribing how an automatic washer 
works, if we have enough requests. 



Dear Mr. Hedden: 

The tool chest in the photo was 
made by a blind man. I did help 
some, but most of the work was 
done by him; this was 20 years ago 
when I was just a boy. I paid the 
man 50 dollars for the chest, and 
it worked out to 40 cents an hour. 
The brass corners on the chest I 
purchased for 50 cents at that time. 
Now, I cannot find corners like 
them, and probably would have to 
pay a couple of dollars apiece if 
I could.

The power plant for the car can 
be a converted electric gear motor, 
a government-surplus item selling 
for about $16 to $20.

Your power plant also can be a 
regular 2- or 3-brush auto gener- 
ator. To convert the generator, re- 
move the third brush if it has one 
and leave the grounded brush as 
is. The wire from the other brush 
goes to an outside terminal. The 
fields are solder-connected and 
wires from the two fields are led 
to an outside terminal. Most auto 
shops can make the conversion. 

Position the motor on the hanger 
rod inserted through holes in the 
frame.

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Sewing-machine Table 




Completed table is an attractive piece of furniture. Front view of sewing-machine table shows its attractive, modern design, 
Machine is flush-mounted into large table surface. how base of sewing machine is fitted flush with table top. 



YOUR WIFE WILL BE DELIGHTED with 

this handy table, if she has a port- 
able sewing machine that usually is 
set up on the dining-room table 
when she has sewing to do. The 
machine is fitted in the table so 
the base is flush, in effect increas- 



ing the work area several hundred 
times. Large drawers in the cabinet 
at one end provide generous stor- 
age for spools of thread, bias tape, 
buttons and other sewing needs as 
well as accessories for the machine. 
The top of the table is a 24-in., 



hollow-core door. Trim it to 60 in.; 
this will leave the plywood faces 
unsupported. Spacer blocks must 
be fitted between the faces, glued 
in place and held under clamp pres- 
sure overnight. The cutout for the 
machine is reinforced in the same 
manner. The dimensions given for 
the machine cutout are for a par- 
ticular machine. Measure ac- 
curately the machine to be used in 
your table before making the open- 
ing. Also the bottom cutout must 
be 1 in. wider in both directions 
than the top. This allows for strips 
of %-in. plywood to be glued and 
screwed to the reinforcing blocks 
to form the sides of the box into 
which the machine is fitted. Deter- 
mine the depth of the box by meas- 
uring the height of the base of the 
machine, thus positioning the top 
of the base flush with table top. The 
bottom of the box also is '-fe-in. ply- 
wood, and is screwed and glued to 
the sides. No dimensions are given 
for the box, as they will vary with 
each make and model of machine. 

The sides, back and bottom of the 
drawer cabinet are %-in. plywood. 
Three strips of the plywood 3 in. 
wide, or 1 x 3 solid stock are used 



Where door is cut, leaving unsupported plywood skin, it must 
be reinforced with blocks the same thickness as the original 
core material. Blocks are glued in place, allowed to set over- 
night under clamp pressure. 
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Top is fitted over cabinet frame, attached with glue and with 
2-in. No. 8 flathead screws driven into the door through the 
top members of the cabinet frame. End of top is positioned so 
that it projects 2 in. 




Filler strips are mounted inside cabinet so that drawer slides 
when mounted are clear of trim strips on face of cabinet. Metal 
slides assure that drawers will roll easily.

CORNER CABINET 



before starting this article we 
would like to mention that it has 
been brought to our attention that 
the 4 x 4-in. cutout for the toe space 
shown on the cabinet in Part I of 
this series is not "standard." You 



will note that our corner cabinet, 
Fig. 5, has a toe space 2'A in. deep 
and 3 Ms in. high. While considered 
more "standard" it will not suit 
every situation, nor personal pref- 
erence. We suggest you check other

counters with various measure- 
ments to find the one that suits you, 
(or the wife), and make the toe 
space to suit. If you are adding 
to existing cabinets you must, of 
course, match the existing space. 

Particularly with an L-shape ar- 
rangement in a kitchen, the corner 
cabinet is a key section. The design 
of this cabinet has evolved over a 
number of years to solve a two-fold

First decision to make when con- 
structing the right-angle cabinet is 
the size. The cabinet can be built 
to the full 24-in. depth as the others 
that will be adjacent, or it can be 
made shallower to conserve on 
lumber and bulk, Fig. 5. If the 
cabinet is 24 in. deep, then the 
sides along the walls will be 36 in. 
The largest available circular 
shelves are 28 in. in diameter, 
which will not quite fill this space, 
and the doors each would have to 
be about 18 in. wide to permit full 
access. There is no real need for 
making the corner cabinet extra 
wide, as the space can be better 
utilized by the regular cabinets. As 
indicated in Fig. 5, keeping the 
cabinet fronts to 12 in. each will 
permit using 22 or 24-in. diameter 
shelves in a cabinet of practical 
size. The smaller cabinet is at- 
tached to the adjacent cabinets. 
Fig. 5, and cleats on the walls sup- 
port the counter top. 

Start the project by ripping a 4- 
ft.-wide plywood panel to 2-ft. 
widths. Cut off three pieces 34 Ms in. 
long, then rip one of these pieces to 
get two 1-ft. strips for the cabinet 
sides. Fig. 5. In all four pieces cut 
a dado % in. wide, % in. deep 3V4 
in. from what will be the bottom. 
Fig. 3. In the opposite ends cut a 
rabbet, Fig. 4, of the same dimen- 
sions. Check the dadoes to be sure 
the %-in. plywood will fit before 
you start assembly. Cut the toe 
space in each side member to 



ner cabinets. The one described in 
this article retains the true right 
angle where the cabinet sections 
join. In this type. Figs. 1, 2 and 5, 
there are two small doors, both 
mounted directly on the revolving 
circular shelves. To reach the 
shelves, either door is pushed. This 
rotates the shelves so the shelf area 



at the rear is brought forward. In 
the other type of cabinet the front 
is positioned diagonally between 
the two cabinet sections. One large 
door or two smaller doors provide 
access to the fixed shelves inside. 
These shelves are of necessity 
quite deep and it is somewhat of a 
problem to reach to the back. 




10. Revolving-shelf hardware comes as a set, including the base plate that is notched 
90 deg. Position this base plate exactly at the corner of the cabinet cutout, attach it 
with the screws provided. Metal circular shelves can be purchased, or wooden shelves 
can be cut to fit a particular corner cabinet. 
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match the other cabinets. One of 
the back pieces is ripped %-in. 
narrower than the other, to allow 
for the thickness of the adjacent 
member. Assemble the four up- 
rights, drilling screw holes and us- 
ing countersunk, flathead screws, 
Figs. 6 and 7. Both top and bottom 
shelves are the same size, and each 
is % in. longer in both dimensions 
than the inside of the cabinet, to 
allow for the depths of the dadoes 
and rabbets. Mark and saw the set- 
back cutouts, Fig. 8 and install the 
bottom shelf, Fig. 9. Attach the 
base for the column of the circular 
shelves. Fig. 10, to the bottom 
shelf, then locate the top bracket 
and attach it to the top shelf. Fit 
the top shelf in place. 

Attach the front trim of lVz-in. 
strips after carefully measuring. 
Fig. 11. Attach each piece before 
measuring for the next, Fig. 12. 
Metal shelves can be notched and 
angles attached, Figs. 13 and 14, 
or notched shelves can be pur- 
chased. The builder also can make 
his own wooden shelves and utilize 
available hardware. Both doors are 
the same height, one is narrower 
by the thickness of the other to 
maintain the correct dimension. 
They are attached directly to the 
shelf angles. Fig. 15. Edges of the 
doors must be tapered to permit 
slipping past the front trim. Posi- 
tioning stops are available to auto- 
matically stop the doors in the 
closed position. The toe space is 
finished to match the rest of the 
cabinets, but need not be done until 
all cabinets are installed so a single 
strip can be used across all.

THIS UNUSUAL TABLE will hold a good 
supply of books and magazines, 
and it rotates to permit you to se- 
lect any volume from any compart- 
ment without getting up from your 
chair. A reading light is part of 
the table, so you have everything 
you need for an evening of reading. 

The table described in this ar- 
ticle. Fig. 1, has a lamp that is 
the upper end of the "spine" of 
the table, Fig. 6. Two models were 



made, one without the lamp; it 
can be seen in the article describ- 
ing the process of veneering. That 
table was assembled with a "lazy- 
susan" bearing which provides the 
rotating feature. 

First step in making the table 
is to lay out the top and bottom. 
Fig. 4, on a 2-ft. square of %-in. 
hardwood-faced plywood. It also 
could be glued-up solid stock. If 
the octagon is marked out ac-

curately, the sides of the plywood 
square can be held against a block 
clamped on the table of your saw. 
Fig. 2, and with the arm of a radial- 
arm saw set at 45 deg., the top is 
cut out quickly. A table saw will 
require a modification of this set- 
up. The points of the octagon are 
joined with lines, then a portable 
router, Fig. 3, or table saw is used 
to make the % x '/4-in. grooves in 
the underside of the top and the 
upper side of the bottom. The par- 
titions now are cut to size. Fig. 4. 
The legs are cut from hardwood 
and the "spine" is assembled. The 
length of pipe from the coupling up 
is not attached until after the table 
assembly, consisting of the top, bot- 
tom and partitions has been glued 
together. A lazy-susan bearing can 
be used between the leg assembly 
and the bottom of the table instead 
of the wheel bearing, if desired. 

The table assembly is fitted over 
the spine and the split ring, Fig. 5, 
that holds the outer race of the 
bearing is glued and screwed to the 
underside of the top. If a lazy-susan 
bearing is used it is fastened to the 
leg-assembly block, and to the bot- 
tom of the table. A A

Game Table 



looking somewhat like a flying saucer, this eight-sided table fills 
the need for an all-around game table for den or recreation room. 
For the upper and lower tops, %-in. plywood is used, both being 
cut from one 4 x 8-ft. sheet. 

The upper top, No. 1, is 36 in. in diameter. The lower top. 
No. 6, is 48 in. in diameter. After drawing the 48 in. circle, scribe 
another circle 36 in. in diameter inside the 48-in. line, and another 
circle 35*2 in. in diameter. Mark a diameter across the circle, 
then another diameter at right angles. Bisect two of the resulting 
90-deg. angles and draw diameters along these bisections to 
produce two more diameters; the circle now is divided into 
eight pie-slice sections. Draw lines from each of the points 
where the diameters intersect the circumference to the adjacent 
points to produce an octagon. Saw out the octagon, and do not 
remove any of your penciled lines. Use a short length of 2 x 2 
and mark the locations of the No. 2 pieces on the 35'^-in. circle. 
Determine the lengths and angles of the No. 2 pieces from the 
layout and cut the required eight pieces. Position them on the 
lower top, then place a short length of 1 x 2 along one of the 
diameters and against the angle of one pair of No. 2 pieces. 
This will show how wide a flat must be sawed on the ends of the 
No. 2 pieces to permit the No. 4 pieces to butt against them, as 
indicated in the drawing. The opposite ends of the No. 4 pieces 
are beveled to fit the angles of the outer edge of the lower table 
top. Also, each of the No. 4 pieces is cut on a taper, so the outer 
end is the same height as the lxl pieces, No. 3. that fit around 
the outside edges of the lower top. The No. 3 pieces are cut 
and fitted in the same manner as the No. 2 pieces. Cut the 
No. 5 pieces that are 30-in. lengths of 2 x 2 and half-lap them at 
the centers. Notch the ends as indicated. Locate these pieces 
on the table top and mark and cut the rectangular holes into 
which the upper ends of the 2x3 legs fit. The legs can be left 
rectangular, or turned round. However, in the latter case, leave 
the upper 1 in. rectangular to assure a tight fit in the holes 
in the table top. Attach all parts to the lower table top with 
glue and nails, except the upper top, No. 1. The upper top is 
attached with small mending angles and screws to the No. 2 
pieces. The upper top, and the compartments can be covered 
with felt or plastic sheet, and the No. 3 pieces can be rounded 
to appear as in the illustration. A A

Because our Research Department 
has received so many inquiries regard- 
ing the removing of old finishes and 
applying new ones on furniture, wood- 
work and other items, we have com- 
missioned Mr. Bix to do a continuing 
series of articles on this subject.

As he says in his article, he is not 
a professional refinisher; he is an ex- 
perienced amateur. We know of no 
better man to help our readers. 



furniture refinishing interests 
probably more people than any 
other subject in the do-it-yourself 
field. The purpose of this series of 
articles is to pass onto you the ex- 
periences, including successes and 
failures, of thousands of amateurs 
like yourself who have done refin- 
ishing on various wooden items. 

While you might expect anyone 
who attempts to help you with your 
refinishing problems to be a profes- 
sional in the field, I must confess I 
am not. Refinishing many items of 
furniture for personal pleasure has 
made me an experienced amateur, 
but never having done it for pay, I 
am not a professional. All equip- 
ment and materials used are those 
available to anyone. 

2. Here finish has been removed with 
paint remover. Finish is off, but dark 
stain still remains in the wood. 
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3. First step in professional stripping 
job is to flood desk with remover, scrub 
with special brushes to remove finish. 



Refinishing a piece of furniture 
requires three steps: 1. Removing 
the old finish and sanding the sur- 
face smooth. 2. Staining. 3. Apply- 
ing the finish. We have proved 
countless times that if the finish is 
removed properly, the other two 
steps present very little difficulty. 

Problems encountered with paint 
removers are not due to the qual- 
ity of the material (we personally 
have tried every brand of paint re- 
mover we could find, almost a hun- 
dred, and have never found a bad 
one), but rather to the inadequate 
instructions printed on the contain- 
ers. Later articles in this series will 
tell you how to use paint removers 
more effectively. 

Even if you do the finest job of 
removing a finish, the stain will 
remain. In Fig. 1 is shown a desk 
with a dark finish. After the finish 
has been removed with paint re- 
mover, Fig. 2, the wood still is 
dark. Bleaches generally are used 
to lighten such a dark finish. How- 
ever, bleach does not remove the 
stain: if it did you would see it run 
out of the wood when the bleach 
was applied. Instead, the bleach 
drives the stain deeper, and merely 
lightens the surface of the wood. 

How can the stain be removed? 
At the present time, to the best of 
our knowledge, only the Bix sys- 
tem of stripping can do" this job. 
Fig. 3 shows the first step in the 
stripping process. A quality paint 
remover is flooded over the item 
in a tank and special fiber brushes 
are used to scrub away the old fin-

ish. The piece then is moved to a 
scrubbing table, Fig. 4, for the 
stain-removing process. The wood 
is scrubbed with steel wool and a 
heated, four-chemical solution. One 
of the chemicals removes any fin- 
ish not removed in the first step, 
the second chemical opens the 
pores of the wood so the stain can

be removed and the third draws 
out the stain. (Note the dark stain 
draining onto the floor.) The fourth 
chemical insures against the other 
chemicals damaging the wood or 
loosening any glued joints. 

As shown in Fig. 5, the carvings, 
edges and corners then are cleaned 
with a mechanical buffer with spe-

cial brushes that will not scratch 
the wood. Another combination of 
chemicals next is applied. Fig. 6, 
to complete the stain-removing 
process, at the same time remov- 
ing water or brush marks and other 
blemishes in the wood. After being 
allowed to work for several min- 
utes, the chemicals are rinsed away 
and the stain-removing job is com- 
plete. Complete, that is, if there are 
no complications. In this particular 
case the complication is a spot on 
the top of the desk, insert in Fig. 6, 
caused by perfume or some similar 
material. Special attention is re- 
quired to eliminate the spot. The 
insert in Fig. 7 shows the spot re- 
moved completely, Fig. 8 shows the 
desk when dry after stripping. 

The owner's reaction when she 
saw the stripped desk was: "Why, 
it's beautiful. But what can I do 
with it now; I don't want to mess 
it up with an amateur refinishing 
job." I assured her that with just

a few easy steps she could do a 
good job. After seeing the decor of 
the room in which the desk was to 
be located, I recommended Du- 
Pont's Fruitwood Stain. I suggested 
the first step be to sand the wood 
lightly with 5/0 garnet paper then 
to remove all sanding dust with her 
vacuum cleaner. Because she 
wanted a natural-looking finish, I 
instructed her to apply a liberal 
coat of stain, Fig. 8, then wipe it 
off within five minutes. The stained 
desk then was allowed to dry over- 
night. Deft Bartop Wood Finish 
was applied over the stain. Three 
coats were used, each being allowed 
to dry for three hours, then rubbed 
down lightly with No. 000 steel 
wool. The finished desk is shown in 
Fig. 1. The chair beside the desk 
also was refinished by the same 
gracious lady who definitely had no 
previous refinishing experience. 

Even though I consider proper 
removal of the old finish and prep- 
aration of the wood to be of prime 
importance. I do not consider these 
to be the biggest stumbling blocks 
in the way of any of you doing a 
good refinishing job. The lack of 
detailed information on what to use 
and how to use it is the biggest 
problem. Most paint and hardware 
stores handle the right materials; 



unfortunately, not all clerks are 
well-versed in their uses. We invite 
all readers with specific refinish- 
ing problems to write to the Refin- 
ishing Clinic. We can solve your 
problems with materials and equip- 
ment readily available to everyone. 
Incidentally, do not request infor- 
mation on the uses of lye and other 
caustics. These materials simply 
damage the wood, and should not 
be considered. Furniture can be 
cleaned and refinished with mate- 
rials that are safe for both you and 
any kind of cabinet wood. 

Our first articles in this series 
will be devoted to describing how 
you can do a good job of refinishing 
furniture, even if you have had 
failures in the past. Some of you 
may be doing a good job of refin- 
ishing now, and may take excep- 
tion to some of my advice. We are 
not overlooking you more experi- 
enced people, we just feel that the 
beginners need more help. Also, if 
any of you have refinishing tips that 
you have learned through experi- 
ence, send them in. We will wel- 
come your help and advice.

theiie is always need for more stor- 
age space in the workshop, and this 
handy rotating rack provides maxi- 
mum area of storage in a minimum 
amount of shelf or bench space. 
The original was made to accom- 
modate glass jars of various sizes, 
but shelf spacing can be changed 
to permit using food tins. 

Construction requires just six 
disks of % or %-in. plywood and 
four standard-length, (36 in.), 1-in. 
dowels. A 15-in. square of plywood 
provides a base that can be bolted 
or screwed to a bench or shelf. A 
heavy-duty lazy-susan bearing, 
costing about $2, permits the 
shelves to rotate easily. Clamp the 
disks together, then mark the edges 
so they can be kept in the same 
relative position in assembly. Drill 
the four 1-in. holes through the 
shelves while they are clamped to- 
gether. Wipe the lower ends of the 
dowels with glue, then tap them 
into one disk so the ends are flush 
with the bottom surface of the ply- 
wood. Tap the other shelves down 
on the dowels and apply glue to the 
dowels at the spot where the shelves 
are to be positioned. Square up 
each shelf with the dowels. As a 
final step, tack a strip of linoleum 
or hardboard to each shelf. A A

Veneering

WE KNOW THAT VENEERING of Wood 

has been done for at least 3,500 
years because pieces of veneered 
furniture have been found in Egyp- 
tian tombs that old. The great 
English cabinetmakers Chippen- 
dale, Hepplewhite and Sheraton, 
and the American Duncan Phyfe, 
utilized veneering extensively. Why 
did they use veneering when solid 
lumber was readily available, and 
why should it be used today? 
Simply stated: You can do work 
which is quite impossible without 
their use. To obtain solid lumber 
of flawless grain and uniform color 
is extremely difficult, and very ex- 
pensive. Veneers of exotic, rela- 
tively rare, woods can be obtained 
that are evenly grained and colored 
and modestly priced. Also, among 
the most magnificent wood patterns 
are burls and crotches, and these 
portions of a tree are weak struc- 
turally and would split, check and 
crack when used as solid lumber. 

Another problem: If some tropi- 
cal woods, such as ebony, were 
used to build furniture — if anyone 



could afford this lumber that is 
sold by the pound and is extremely 
difficult to machine — the item 
would have to be extremely small 
or it would be too heavy to move 
around. Ebony veneers can be ob- 
tained to apply to fairly lightweight 
lumber that is structurally strong, 
to permit building furniture with 
the appearance of solid ebony with- 
out the handicaps of weight and 
poor machinability. 

Some of the magnificently-figured 
woods that can be obtained in the 
form of veneer are amboyna burl, 
crotch and mottle aspen, crotch 
and mottle avodire, Carpathian elm 
burl, crotch cedar, madrone burl, 
crotch and mottle mahogany, oak 
burl, figured purpleheart, mottle, 
crotch and bee's-wing satinwood 
just to name a few. When these 
veneers are applied to furniture 
surfaces they provide beauty that 
can be obtained in no other way. 
Note the photographs of the modern 
cocktail table with four triangular- 
shape triangles of walnut joined at 
the center by a burl. The matched

graining on the front of the chest 
of drawers could be obtained only 
by using matched veneer. The 
small chest becomes an exquisite 
work of art when it is inlaid with 
shapes and trim of veneer. The 
winter landscape and the picture 
of the dog are still further ex- 
amples of the uses of wood veneer, 
illustrating that veneering can be 
a true art form. 

For any woodworking project that 
requires panels, doors and the like, 
you can make up your own panels 
in any thickness desired, and of 
any kind of wood you choose. As 
indicated in Fig. 6, thin panels are 
made by starting with a core of 
"crossbanding" veneer. It generally 
is yellow poplar available in wide 
sheets in thicknesses of 1/28, 1/20 
and Vg-in. Start with a core of %-in. 
veneer, then glue sheets of 1/28 
or 1/20-in. crossbanding on each 




side with the grain running at right 
angles to the grain of the core. The 
face veneer, which can be any hard- 
wood you choose, is glued to both 
sides of the "sandwich". If just 
one side of the panel will be in 
view, use a veneer with a plain 




grain on the inside, a fancy grain 
on the outside. Veneers of plain 
grain are less expensive than those 
with fancy grain, but do provide 
the necessary "balanced" construc- 
tion required. By "balanced" con- 
struction is meant a panel that has 
veneers of the same thickness on 
both sides, and of the same wood ; 
this means that the veneers will ex- 
pand and contract equally when 
dried or dampened so the veneer 
panel will be stable. Using dissimilar 
veneers will produce a panel that 
will bow or cup on the side that has 
the wood that shrinks the most 
when dry. Veneers will absorb 
moisture from the glues used to 
assemble panels, and this alone 
will create an "unbalanced" as- 
sembly. If you wish to make thicker 
panels, as for table tops, large cabi-

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net doors and similar items, use 
Vi-in. or thicker plywood as a core. 
Crossbanding is glued to each side, 
then your finish veneer is applied. 
You have a wide choice of wood, 
many not available in commercial 
plywoods, and the face veneer can 
be applied in several pieces to pro- 
duce patterns. The cocktail table is 
one example, others are in Fig. 6. 

Generally this making of patterns 
is called inlaying, although the pat- 
tern is made up ahead of time, then 
is applied to the wood surface as 
a single sheet. An example of this 
inlaying is shown in Figs. 1 through 
5. The table top was done in the 
workbench Model Shop and the 
operation is unique in two im- 
portant ways: First, the veneer was 
cut with a radial-arm saw fitted 
with a sharp plywood blade. Sec- 
ond, the glue used is a new contact 
adhesive that eliminates the need 
for using clamps or weights. 

The inlaying job was done with 
the "Introductory Veneering Kit" 
obtained from Albert Constantine 
and Son, which sells for less than 
$3.00. Included in the kit is a con- 
tact-adhesive veneering glue, and 
2 sq. ft. each of teak, walnut, 
striped African mahogany, and 
prima vera. In the case of the oc- 
tagonal table top, the rectangular 
pieces of veneer were positioned on 
triangles created by drawing diam- 
eters from the angles of the top. 
About 'A in. of each piece was al- 
lowed to project over the edge of 
the table. The pieces were marked, 
then cut on the saw, Fig. 2. The 
waste pieces were long triangles. 
These were assembled and pasted 
on a sheet of heavy paper, Fig. 3. 
An octagon was drawn on the as- 
sembled pieces and it was cut out 
on the saw, Fig. 4. This smaller 
octagon next was cemented to the 
center of the table top. The larger 
pieces of veneer were fitted around 
this smaller octagon, requiring the 
use of a veneer saw in some cases, 
as shown in Fig. 5. 

The contact cement is applied to 
both the veneer and the table top, 
is allowed to set for about 30 min. 
A piece of paper, called a "slip 
sheet" is placed on the table top, 
the veneer piece is positioned, then 
the slip sheet is removed and the 
veneer pressed into place. 

An additional advantage of the 
contact cement, available in var- 
ious quantities, is that it per- 
mits "unbalanced" assembly of 
veneer panels. Because the ad- 
hesive is waterproof, and contains 
no water, it does not provide water 
for the veneers to absorb. The ex- 
pansion of veneers due to absorp- 
tion of moisture is one of the main 
factors causing bowing and warp- 
ing of unbalanced panels. A A

Cabinetmaking: 
Joinery Part II

THERE ARE FANCY JOINTS that are 

pretty much exercises in wood- 
working skill. In this article, as 
well as Part I in the last issue, we 
have tried to avoid these "clever" 
joints and present joinery that has 
practical application in the many 
projects the average home-shop 
owner makes with wood. 

A tongue-and-groove joint. Fig. 
1, is almost basic when edge-joining 
a number of pieces of solid stock to 
produce a larger piece, such as for 
a table top, side or top of a cabinet 
and similar items. To make the 
joint a slot, or dado, is cut in one 
edge of each member. Fig. 2, using 
a dado or regular saw blade. Note 
that the saw operator is using a 
scrap of stock to hold the work 
against the fence in a safe manner. 



The dado is made half the thick- 
ness of the stock, so the tongue is 
made the same width. Fig. 3, using 
scrap stock to space the work the 
correct distance from the fence. 

Center lap. Fig. 4, is a joint used 
when members of a structure cross 
each other, and it is necessary to 
keep all members flush. Examin- 
ing the photo shows how this simple 
joint is made. A center lap on edge 
with a groove, Fig. 4, is slightly 
more complicated. A notch is cut 
half-way through the stock, and the 
remaining portion is narrowed to 
half its thickness by sawing a shal- 
low dado on either face. A slot is 
cut in the other member, half its 
width, just wide enough to fit over 
the narrowed portion. 

The housed-dado joint, Fig. 5, 
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5. Housed dado is simple bur rigid joint. 
Rabbet is cut on end of one member, 
groove is cut in other member to match. 



consists of a dado cut in one mem- 
ber to accommodate half the thick- 
ness of the other member. The half 
thickness is produced by cutting a 
rabbet on the end. 

The end lap, used at the corners 
of light frames, Fig. 6, is cut in the 
same manner as a center lap. 

A tee lap. Fig. 7, is similar to a 
center lap on edge, one member 
ending flush with the other piece. 

The dado box corner, Fig. 8, is 
another quite simple joint. A dado 
is cut in one member to accept half 
the thickness of the other member; 
the latter is produced by sawing a 
rabbet in the end of the stock. 

Figs. 9 through 12 show the milled 
dado box corner. A dado is cut in 
the end of one member, the face of 
the other. One side of the dado on 




6. End lap is same as center half-lap on stock positioned flat. 
Wide rabbet cut half the thickness of each member brings the 
pieces flush.

the end of one member is cut away 
so the adjacent piece fits flush, as 
indicated. The milled dado, as well 
as all joints, should be measured 
and layed out accurately. To assure 
a tight fit, make dadoes slightly 
narrower than the projections that 
fit in them. This should provide a 
snug, "push" fit. If a joint is too 
tight, it is impossible to keep much 
glue in it when assembled. 

The rabbeted bevel joint, Figs. 
13 through 15. is most easily cut 
with the aid of a shaper head, as in 



8. Often used to join drawer sides and 
back, dado box corner is made with dado 
head. Make dado narrower than rabbet. 
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9. When end grain is to be shown at side 
instead of front of frame, milled-dado 
box corner is used; strong, rigid joint.

Fig. 14. With some care, a regular 
saw blade set at 45 deg. could be 
used to make the bevel. Even with 
the shaper bit it is necessary also 
to use a dado blade to widen each 
rabbet to accept its opposite mem- 
ber. As indicated in Fig. 15, the 
edge of the dado cut should be the 
thickness of the stock, plus 1/ 32 in. 
away from the edge of the stock. 
This assures a tight fit of the faces 
of the bevel to produce a neat, al- 
most invisible joint at the corner 
of the members, as in Fig. 13. 

For shadow boxes, deep picture 
frames, some types of cabinet 
work, a straight bevel joint, Fig. 
16, is used. The table or arbor is 
set at 45 deg., the miter gauge at 
90 deg., and the cut is made. A 
single, thin line is all that shows at 
the corner of pieces joined. A A

cutting tapered legs is easy on a radial-arm saw, and 
no taper jig need be made or purchased. While an 
angle of 4 deg. is shown on the example in this article, 
Fig. 1, this can be changed to suit. Just keep in mind 
that cuts made after the two taper cuts must be one- 
half the number of degrees used for the tapers. 

The first step, Fig. 2, is to square up the stock 
to be used. Second, mark the width of the bottoms 
of the legs. Fig. 3. Set the saw motor for inboard rip 
and move the saw arm 4 deg. to the left, as you face 
the saw (or whatever angle chosen), and lock the 
arm in that position. Move the saw motor so the 
blade is the distance from the fence required to make 
the correct size for the leg bottom and mark the 
motor position on the arm, Fig. 4. Each time a taper 
is started the motor is returned to that setting. The 
carriage lock now is released and the stock is fed 
slowly into the blade. Fig. 5. Because of the angle 
of the arm the saw motor will move outward, produc-

ing the taper. For easiest handling, stock should be 
more than twice the length of two finished legs. Tapers 
can be cut for two legs before the stock is cut to 
make the legs, and the extra length keeps your hands 
clear of the blade. For second taper. Fig. 6, stock is 
turned 90 deg. (this keeps uncut side down), and run 
through the blade slowly. At the end of the cut pull 
the stock back toward you, rather than pushing it all

one quarter turn, set motor back to position marked on arm.

the way through. Final step is to rotate saw motor to 
cut-off position and move arm from 4 deg. left to 2 
deg. right.

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CB in Boating 



FOR many years radio communica- 
tion has been the lifeline for com- 
mercial boats and for larger, 
privately-owned craft. With the ad- 
vent of Citizens Band radio, per- 
sonal communication has been 
made available to boat owners of 
more modest means, down to, and 
including, small utility boats used 
by sportsmen for fishing. Through- 
out the country, on the coasts, 
rivers and lakes, marinas, boatels, 
restaurants, yacht clubs and others 
providing service directly to boat 
owners have installed CB radios 



and monitor channel 13, (channel 
13 is considered the channel for 
marine use in most localities), for 
the convenience and safety of their 
customers and/or members. This 
means that Mr. and Mrs. average 
boat owner can increase their 
pleasure in boating, and their sense 
of security while afloat by making 
use of CB radio on their craft. 

With the single qualification that 
the microphone should be within 
easy reach of the helmsman, there 
are few restrictions on the location 
of the radio set in a boat. Because 



there is such a tremendously wide 
variety of designs in water craft, 
the ingenuity and construction 
talents of the boat owner can be 
utilized fully in making the installa- 
tion of a CB unit. Sets have been 
mounted through the instrument 
panel in runabouts, under the panel, 
directly against the panel in various 
locations, against the side of the 
boat, against a seat, on the back of 
the front seat and in dozens of other 
locations. On cruisers CB sets 
have been mounted so they were 
accessible from both the cabin and

the cockpit. Houseboats provide the 
widest choice of locations, and in- 
stalling a CB radio can be a chal- 
lenge to the owner, whether he be a 
novice or a master craftsman. We 
have made some interesting house- 
boat installations, a few examples 
of which are shown. CB units in a 
houseboat must, of necessity, have 
a multi-voltage power-supply capa- 
bility. This is because, when under- 
way, the set must be powered from 
the craft's generator, while elec- 
tricity is supplied by a 110-volt line 
from the dock when the boat is tied 
up. Most quality CB units have the 
multi-voltage factor built into their 
self-contained power supplies. A 
change of power cords is the only 
modification necessary when 
switching voltages. 

After the location of the unit has 
been decided, the antenna position 
must be determined. It is desirable 
always to have as short a trans- 
mission line as possible, which 
means the antenna should be 
mounted as close to the transceiver 



as is practical. The longer the lead 
from the set to the antenna, the 
greater the chances of it picking 
up extraneous signals. Next step 
is to provide power to the set, and 
an adequate ground for both power 
and antenna. In wood and fiber 
glass boats a separate wire must 
be run from the battery or other 
power source back to the set for a 
ground, and one must be run to the 
antenna. In fresh water it is con- 
sidered that 1% sq. ft. of ground, 
(counterpoise), is required per watt 
input to the radio. It is preferable 
to have a technician make this in- 
stallation, as an adequate ground 
plate for proper antenna perform- 
ance and certain noise suppression 
units must be installed. 

After the CB unit has been in- 
stalled and adjusted, it is ready for 
operation. There are many circum- 
stances in which the use of com- 
munications will prove invaluable 
to a boat owner. There will be times 
when you run out of gas, have 
engine trouble, or just plain get

loSt. Illness or injury to a member 
of a boating party is not unknown, 
and a quick radio call could bring 
a fast rescue boat with a doctor, or 
arrangements could be made to 
have a doctor on the dock waiting 
for you when you return. 

Then there is always the boat 
that does not have a radio. If they 
get into trouble and are near you, 
you can call for help for them. 

Because channel 13 is reserved 
for emergency marine calls, use 
another channel when making calls 
from one boat to another. Always 
leave your name and CB call num- 
ber with the land-based operator 
with whom you will be working 
before you shove off. Any calls for 
you can be routed through his CB 
radio to your craft. You then will 
never be out of communication with 
your family, friends or business 
when you are on a boating trip. 
Keep in mind that the land-based 
stations that provide CB monitor- 
ing do not charge for this service; 



show your appreciation by patron- 
izing their facilities. 

There are countless small craft 
who do not have electrical power 
available. This need not prevent 
owners of these boats from having 
radio communication aboard. There 
are many 100 milliwatt, battery- 
operated portable units from which 
to select; reliable communications 
over shorter distances can be main- 
tained with these hand-held CB 
units. Because over-water trans- 
mission and reception does not 
have the problems of interfering 
structures and hilly or mountainous 
terrain, the smaller CB radios will 
provide excellent communication 
over much greater distances than 
when used over land. 

Proper use of CB radio in boating 
can help reduce tragedy on the 
water, and quick and reliable com- 
munication becomes constantly 
more important in view of the ever- 
increasing numbers of people turn- 
ing to boats for recreation. A A

fall by fitting out a low-cost, light- 
weight skiff now. Toy plastic boats 
about 6 ft. long can be purchased 
for around seven to 9 dollars, in- 
cluding a paddle. First, paint the 
boat with paint such as used on 
a duck skiff, or with fiber-glass 
resin if you want to strengthen the 
hull. Second, cut a piece of Vt-in. 
plywood to fit the bottom of the 
boat, making it about 3 ft. long. It 
provides a safety factor by distrib- 
uting the weight of the hunter over 
more of the bottom. Guns, decoys 
and gear can be carried easily in 
the little craft. There is no flotation, 
so a life jacket is a must.

Trampoline

1. Up in the air and touch 
your toes! Youngsters took 
over the trampoline the 
moment it was done. They 
had been taught techniques 

in school, however. 



NOT ONLY ARE TRAMPOLINES A LOT OF FUN for youngsters, 

Fig. 1, they now are used in many schools as part 
of the physical-education program. Adults, too, can 
benefit from a workout on the springy canvas. It is 
necessary only that they approach the jumps and 
flips with the same caution and restraint that any out- 
of-condition grownup should exercise when attempting 
strenuous athletics. 

The biggest drawback to owning your own trampo- 
line has been the rather high price tag. This no longer 
is true, as there now is a kit available that permits 
assembling a large-size unit for about half the cost of 




2. Our 2 x 6s were construction grade, slightly bowed and 
twisted, so we used a generous number of 16d box nails. 



a ready-made trampoline. The kit consists of 61 
springs, 60 eyebolts, washers and nuts, a nylon-canvas 
bed and an instruction manual. The extra spring is 
to aid in pulling the other springs when assembling 
the bed to the frame. The trampoline kit we assembled 
had a canvas measuring 5 x 10 ft.. Fig. 7, and there 
is a larger unit with a canvas measuring 6 x 12 ft. 

As per the instruction sheet included with the kit, 
we rounded up four 2 x 6s 13 ft. long and four 2 x 6s 
8 ft. long. Although instructions called for just 60 nails, 
8d in size, we varied from this to the extent of using 
16d box nails and driving an additional number near 




3. After marking the locations of holes for the eye bolts, two 
drill motors were used to speed the job of boring the 60 holes. 
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each corner, Fig. 2. The nails projected slightly from 
the bottom 2 x 6s and were clinched over. Corners of 
the frame, Fig. 6, were overlapped according to the 
instructions to assure a rigid joint. Legs for the 
trampoline frame were to be cut from 6-in. fence posts, 
following the instructions. Our favorite lumberyard 
had no fence posts and we settled for a 14-ft. length 
of fir 4x6. The posts would have been less expensive 
and perfectly adequate, but we believe that the 4x6 
legs are somewhat more stable. Braces across the 
end legs are 1 x 2s in the instructions; we used 2 x 4s, 
but only because we happened to have a few lengths 
left from studding a wall. We do believe another brace 
should be used between the center legs. An 8-in. lag 
bolt is fitted down through the frame members and 
turned into the tops of the legs. This single lag bolt is 
not strong enough to withstand much side pressure 
and braces are necessary. Fig. 6. 

The longest job in assembling the kit is drilling the 
necessary 60 holes for the eyebolts. We used two drill 
motors. Fig. 3, to speed the job. In each end of the 
frame there are 10 holes, along the sides there are 
20 holes. The instruction sheet gives a figure of 22 in. 
from the frame end for the location of the first hole, 
the holes being spaced 6 in. apart. This did not work 
out evenly, so we centered the holes in this manner: 
We measured to the centers of the frame ends and 
sides, then marked 3 in. on either side of the centers. 




4. The 60 eye bolts are tapped into place, flat washers fitted 
on the ends, nuts turned on with a wrench. 




5. Two springs are fitted in each corner of canvas, then others 
are pulled in place. Springs are not difficult to stretch to length. 




7. To keep the nylon canvas white and clean, make sure 
everyone who uses the trampoline takes off their shoes. 



6. Although 1 x 2s were recommended for bracing the end 
legs, we used 2 x 4s we had on hand. 



These were the center two holes, and we located the 
rest of the holes on 6 in. centers from them. The holes 
are drilled between the upper and lower 2 x 6s, Fig. 3, 
and where the planks were not tightly together, we 
drove additional spikes and clinched them on the under 
side to force the planks together. Eyebolts then are 
tapped into the holes with a hammer, after being fitted 
in place, Fig. 4. Washers and nuts were fitted on the 
eyebolts, then the extra length of bolt was cut off with 
a hacksaw. An extra spring is provided to assist in 
stretching the springs, starting with two in each 
corner. Fig. 5. We found no need for the extra spring. 

When the trampoline is finished you will have two 
problems: First, to keep the canvas clean everyone 
must remove his shoes. An old blanket beside the 
trampoline took care of that. Second, is a storage 
problem. We kept the unit in a two-car garage during 
the summer, to keep it out of the rain. This means 
keeping the cars outside. In the winter we removed 
the legs and braces and leaned it against the wall.

After a 
vacation or a weekend of fun, two husky men can lift the camper off the truck and 
put it aside so truck can be used for workaday jobs. Sheathing is pre-finished. 







After aluminum sheathing has been cut to shape from marked panels it is clamped 
in place over the steel frame and holes are drilled for sheet metal screws that are 
used for attachment. Here panel is being attached to rear of one side of frame. Two 
persons can complete camper in half a day. 



YOU CAN save about half the cost of 
a camper for a pickup truck by 
building it yourself from a kit now 
available. Included in the kit is 
everything required: Aluminum 
sheathing, windows, window drip 
caps, door hinge, door closer, all 
nuts, bolts and screws and a com- 
pletely finished, all-welded steel 
frame. There is a kit for every 
make and model of pickup truck. 
Also included with each kit are ex- 
cellent working drawings and step- 
by-step instructions. Two men can 
assemble the kit in half a day. 
Shown in photos on these pages are 
the main steps in the assembly. 

We would suggest, first of all, 
that the camper frame be sprayed 
with fast-drying lacquer. An aero- 
sal can will do the job. While the 
frame is drying, cut the front and 
rear panels that are pre-marked 
with allowance for a small amount 
of waste. After installing front and 
rear panels, put on the large alumi- 
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Power tools, such as power hacksaw or "nibblcr" will speed After window holes are cut, windows are used to check fit, 
job of cutting holes in aluminum panels for windows, but tin then holes arc drilled through frame while helper holds window 
snips will do as well. Hole is punched for insertion of tin snips. in place. Frames are fitted over wcathcrstripping. 




After all sheathing is screwed to frame. Door frame, also pre-finished in the kit, is sheathed in a contrasting design of 
weathcrstripping is pressed along all aluminum. Here builder is attaching long piano-type hinge to the edge of door. Use 
edges, then trim molding is drilled, of this type of hinge assures that door stays straight and aligned in frame.

For the nautical-minded boy — or father — 
this replica of a channel-marking bell 
buoy is a fine project. While the real 
thing rings constantly with the motion 
of waves, this sets quietly, providing 
direct or indirect lighting as required. 



DESIGNED AS A REPLICA of a bell buoy, 
such as used to mark a channel 
into a harbor, this unusual lamp 
has a two-fold function. When the 
side panels are down, it is a fine 
light for viewing television; if it is 
used for a reading light, the panels 
are raised up and out. 
To raise the panels the "light" 
on top of the buoy is turned. This 
rotates the bolt turned into it and 
causes the lifting cage to raise. The 
cage, in turn, pulls up triangular- 
shape pieces that lift the panels. 

Start construction by making the 
base. Any light-gauge sheet metal 
can be used, or you may have a 
tin of the approximate size and 
shape that can be used. Drill a hole 
in the center of the top for a length 
of %-in. electricians' pipe and fasten 
it with a locknut top and bottom. 
Length of the pipe will be deter- 
mined by the socket, but will be 
about 2 in. Next, form the bell 
cone. Use a paper pattern to deter- 
mine its size and shape. It is about 
2 in. high, but the diameter is de- 
termined by the lamp socket. The 
plate that fits on top of the bell

cone now is cut, and a hole is made 
to match the diameter of the top 
of the cone. Make the "hammers" 
from tubing and wire and fit them 
on the plate. (In actual practice 
these hammers strike the bell as 
the buoy rocks with the motion of 
the waves.) Now, assemble the 
lifting cage and solder a nut to the 
cross bar of the top. Assemble the 
main frame and attach it to the 
base. Slip a bolt up through the 
hole in the top of the frame and 
fit on a nut and locknut. Adjust 
it so that the bolt can be turned, 
the locknuts providing a slight 
clearance between the frame top 
and the head of the bolt. Place the 
lifting cage over the frame and turn 
the bolt into the nut on the top of 
the cage. When it projects enough, 
turn on the top "light" that can be 
made by soldering a nut and flanges 
to a length of tubing or by turning 
a piece of hex stock in a metal-turn- 
ing lathe. Cut and assemble the 
side panels and triangular pieces 
and assemble with paper fasteners 
as indicated. Paint the various parts 
as per the legends. A A

Dear Research Dept.: 

ll may not be worth an article in 
workbench, but I sure would like 
to get any tips you may have on how 
to use a paintbrush properly. I often 
read about "gel a good grade brush" 
to do an acceptable job, etc., but sup- 
pose I get a good brush ? this does 
not necessarily guarantee a good job, 
does it? Mr. D.R.D., Detroit, Mich. 




Dear Mr. B.R.D.: 

Your point that there seems to 
be plenty of advice on getting the 
brush but less on how to use it is 
certainly true to some extent, at 
least. The American Brush Manu- 
facturers' Assoc. has some pointers 
that may be of help to you. These 
are some of the "tricks of the 
trade" that professional painters 
follow to achieve first-class results. 

When starting a paint job, apply 
the paint in spots first before 
spreading it with the brush. After 
applying a sizable daub, use long, 
smooth strokes to level. After the 
paint has been distributed over an 
area, finish with short, choppy, 
zig-zag strokes to remove marks. 

Another mark of the pro is not 
dipping the brush too deeply. The 
right dip-level is about halfway up. 

Though it is tempting to stroke 



away from the fresh paint, since it 
seems to make the job go faster, no 
professional would do this. Brush 
toward the previously painted sur- 
face — a better effect is obtained. 

Also, try to keep the bristles 
pointing downward when working 
on a vertical surface. It will per- 
mit a fuller, more fluid stroke. 

Now, concerning wide and nar- 
row brushes, and where to use 
them. First is cornering. The 
temptation is to use the side of the 
brush to reach narrow areas. Don't. 
Use a narrower brush instead, to 
prevent "fingering," a term for a 
brush whose bristles are weakened 
at the sides through such misuse. 

Don't use a wide wall brush on a 
pipe or other narrow, curved sur- 
faces, such as radiators. Use a one- 
or two-inch brush instead. You can 
tell easily if the brush you are using 
is too wide by whether or not it 
"fishtails." That's when it parts in 
the middle, forming "fishtails" of 
bristles at either corner. 

One final tip on using a narrow 
brush when painting window sash. 
Here the brush should be well 
dipped for, with plenty of paint on 
the brush in a heavy application, 
there is much less chance of smear- 
ing the window glass. 

We hope that these tips will be 
of value to you. One more sug- 
gestion: clean and store your brush 
carefully when the job is completed. 
A good brush, properly used, care- 
fully cared for between uses, will 
last a long, long time. 



Dear Research Dept.: 

We have cleaned up and painted 
the walls of our basement garage, 
have attached hooks to our garden 
tools so we can hang them up in 
orderly fashion — have really improved 
the looks of the room so that it makes 
a pleasant playroom for the children 
when the car is outside. We also pro- 
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Ilided brackets on one wall for sev- 
eral ladders. Since the ladders are 
not new and clean, but paint-spotted 
and even dirt-stained, my wife wants 
to paint them too, so they don't look 
so shabby. I have told her that this 
just is never done. Would you ex- 
plain why, or can I do this? Mr. 
J.C.N., Ft. Worth, Tex. 




Dear Mr. J.C.N. : 

There is no question that from 
a decorating point of view, painting 
the ladders to match the wall would 
be good. But, please, DON'T DO 
IT! The reason that ladders are 
never painted is simple: so that 
the condition of the ladder always 
is readily apparent. Paint hides 
cracks, splits, loose steps or rungs, 
even decayed spots. Thus the only 
warning you might have of a 
dangerous condition in the ladder 
is covered with a pretty coating. 
In addition, rungs or steps become 
slippery when painted, certainly a 
hazard even if the ladder is struc- 
turally sound. The National Safety 
Council points out that there are 
too many ladder accidents anyway 
— don't add to their list knowingly. 
workbench readers are too valu- 
able for this kind of loss! 



Dear Research Dept. : 

I have a one-story home with a 
crawl space above, then shingled roof. 
There is a large chimney going up the 
middle. Front room downstairs is a 
living room with a fireplace attached 
to this chimney. At this point the 
house is two rooms deep and there 
is a den behind the living room. Part 
of the den wall is the exposed brick 
of the chimney. Recently I have 
noticed stains on the ceiling — water 
stains — and a careful check of the 
roof does not indicate any leaks. Also, 
these stains are noticeable not only in 
the den, but in the living room too.

For replocing worn webbing, modernizing 
comp and deck chairs, or webbing 
home-crafted furniture.

loose insulation laid between the ceil- 
ing joists. What do you think my 
trouble is and what suggestions for a 
remedy? Mr. J. L.M., Wheeling, W.Va. 





Dear Mr. J.L.M.: 

In the first place, you are likely 
correct about there probably not 
being a leak in the wood shingles. 
At least that is not doing this, for 
it would have to be at least two 
bad leaks, one on the front and one 
on the rear slope, for although you 
didn't mention this in your letter, 
the accompanying sketch shows a 
peak running between the front and 
back rooms. 

Slight leaks in shingles often 
have no effect on ceilings below, 
for the water runs down the roof 
beams to the eaves and then dis- 
sipates down the sidewalls. 

We are more inclined to suspect 
the flashing around the chimney. 
Two things could be wrong: the 
sealant around the flashing may 
have deteriorated to a point where 
it is no longer effective; or it could 
have been done poorly. 

A partial check of this can be 
made by studying the beams care- 
fully from the inside around the 
chimney. See if there are any 
stains on them. Look also for 
stains on the bricks from ceiling to 
floor level in the crawl space. Such 
stains are valid evidence pointing 
to a flashing leak. 

Assuming that you discover this 
condition, your work now is on top 
of the roof — no more head bangs 
in the crawl space. 

The only way to repair the flash- 
ing is to completely re-do it. It is 
difficult if not impossible to spot the 
place where a leak occurs, because 
of varying conditions that govern 
the way the water flows down the 
bricks inside. The chimney must 
be resealed all around if you want 
to be sure the job is done properly. 



First, dig out all the old plastic or 
cement sealant, and make sure that 
the metal flashing fits tightly. Re- 
place metal if (and this is unlikely) 
it shows signs of rusting. Then care- 
fully reseal all joints, under the 
metal and on top, both against the 
bricks and against the shingles. 
Use a plastic sealer that does not 
set hard. There are a number on 
the market that will work ad- 
mirably — and last a long time. 

Remember, the material is low 
cost so your real investment is in 
time. Work slowly and carefully. 
This investment of a little extra 
time will assure a complete job and 
eliminate the need for re-doing. It 
is believed this flashing repair will 
end your problem of water leaks. 



Dear Research Dept.: 

In past years I have used a roller 
for painting, mostly for walls, and it 
always did a satisfactory job. I think 
we still may have a roller around the 
house, but I am sure that the nap 
no longer is any good. Now I read 
that there are many different kinds of 
rollers, or covers for them, and that 
these special covers will put any kind 
of paint on nearly any kind of sur- 
face. How true do you think this is, 
and if the claims are exaggerated, 
what will they do?

Dear Mrs. D.R.O.: 

If you have not investigated the 
possibilities of paint rollers re- 
cently, you are in for a very 
pleasant surprise, for the variety 
of shapes, lengths, and diameters 
of rollers, plus the choice of naps 
for the covers, will literally let you 
paint almost any surface, any- 
where, with more ease than you 
can imagine. We won't go into de- 
tails, for your local paint or hard- 
ware store will gladly suggest the 
right roller combination for the job 
you have in mind. However, there 
are rollers for applying enamel, 
house paint, texture paint, latex 
base, and even varnishes. Special 
naps cover rough surfaces such as 
bricks, cement blocks, and 
shingles, while inexpensive exten- 
sion handles make it easy to reach 
hard-to-paint spots such as roofs, 
ceilings and outside walls. One of 
the slowest jobs for an amateur 
painter is cutting in window trim 
and sash. There is a special roller 
for this, too. 

The next paint job you have, it 
will be well worth while to investi- 
gate the roller possibilities. Special- 
ized, low-cost equipment for what 
you want to do will surprise you. 
And the results are good.

Frequent mishap is pulling one or both 
wires from a lamp plug. This is fixed 
easily, but next time remember to grasp 
plug, not wire, when removing. 





To re-wire plug, first pry out cardboard 
disk, then insert wire through plug. Cut 
lightly through outer insulation about 
1 V* in. from end: do not nick insulation 
on wires. Remove about 3 A in. of in- 
sulation from inner wires as shown. 



Loosen screws in plug, bend wires into 
semi-circles and fit onto screws, running 
wire clockwise around screws. Tighten 
screws firmly, replace cardboard. 




On plugs such as used for toasters, irons, 
etc., remove two nuts and screws holding 
plug halves, slip back metal spring. Lift 
out contacts, loosen screws to separate, 
strip back insulation, fit wires in con- 
tacts. Reverse procedure to assemble; 
don't forget the spring.

Splicing wires together may seem tricky, 
it is not. First, cut through outer insula- 
tion on each cord about I V* in. from 
ends, then slip it off. Do not nick insula- 
tion on inner wires. Next, cut off the 
white-coated wire in one cord, the black 
in the other about Vi in. from the end. 
As shown, the connections then will not 
be opposite one another. Strip insulation 
about 3 s in. from each of the four wires. 





Twist bare portion of one set of wires 
together, (both white-coated or both 
black), and bend back along shorter 
length of wire. Wrap this splice with 
plastic electricians' tape. 




Twist remaining two wires together, bend 
back, then wrap new splice separately 
with tape. Finally, wrap both splices to- 
gether, tape replacing removed outer in- 
sulation. Extend tape over outer insula- 
tion of both wires, so that strain on cord 
will be taken by tape, not by splices.
